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(57) Abstract: A translation device includes a delimiter 
symbol detection unit for detecting whether first language 
text information obtained by a speech recognition unit has 
a predetermined delimiter symbol. When the delimiter 
symbol detection unit has detected a delimiter symbol, the 
first language text information is translated into a second 
language text infomiation. Thus, when translation is per- 
formed, it is possible to smoothly obtain a translation re- 
sult intended by a user. 
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
